State  of  New  Hampshire

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Enfield  quahfied 
to  vote  in  town  affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  Whitney  Hall  in 
said  Town  of  Enfield  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  Marcli 
next,  at  nine  o'  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  fol- 
lowing subjects : 

Article  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  to  serve  for  three 
years,  one  Selectman,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  one 
Library  Trustee,  one  Fire  Ward,  and  two  members  of  the 
Recreation  Commission;  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  Trea- 
surer, one  Clerk,  one  Tax  Collector,  one  Highway  Agent, 
one  Overseer  of  Public  \\'elfare,  one  Police  Chief,  one 
Cemetery  Agent,  tw^o  Auditors  and  such  other  necessary 
town  officers  a:s  are  required  1:)y  law  to  be  chosen  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Polls  will  be  open  at  9:30  A.  M.,  and  will  not  l)e  clos- 
ed before  6:00  P.  M.  Articles  in  Warrant  will  l)e  taken 
up  beginning  at  1  :30  P.  M.. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes, 
the  sums  so  borrowed  to  be  paid  before  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  the  debt  was  incurred. 

Article  3.  To  authorize  the  sale  or  lease  of  any  or 
all  of  such  parcels  of  real  estate  acc(uired  by  the  town 
through  Tax  Collectors'  deed  for  non-payment  of  taxes, 
or  any  or  all  parcels  of  real  estate  acquired  through  other 
deeds,  where  such  parcels  are  not  in  public  use  or  requir- 
ed for  pul)lic  use,  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  execute  and  deliver,  in  the  name  of  the  town, 
suitable  deeds  or  leases  of  such  real  estate,  subject  to 
such  conditions  or  restrictions  as  may  be  voted  by  the 
meeting. 


Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  v$l,005.97  for  Town  Road  Aid  and  to  receive  the 
sum  of  $6,706.44  from  the  State,  or  act  thereon. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000.00,  $3,000.00  of  this  amount 
to  be  raised  by  taxation  in  1961,  the  remaining-  $5,000.00 
to  ])e  borrowed  on  long  term  notes  to  mature  in  1962  and 
1963,  for  State  Aid  Construction  ;  and  to  receive  from  the 
State  the  sum  of  $16,000.00,  or  act  thereon. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  v/ill  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  take  from  the  General  Fund  the  sum  of 
$50.00,  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 
to  the  credit  of  Lakeview  Cemetery  ;  this  amount  having 
been  received  in  1960  for  the  sale  of  a  lot  in  Lakeview 
Cemetery  and  through  error  left  in  General  Fund. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accei)t  the 
sum  of  $100.00  from  Ralph  E.  Farnum,  the  income  there 
from  to  he  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Rolsert 
Lawn  cemetery  lot  in  the  North  End  Cemetery,  near  the 
head  of  Mascoma  Lake. 

Article  8.  To  :see  if  the  town  will  ^•ote  that,  if  the 
purpose  or  objects,  hereinafter  desig^nated,  for  which  ap- 
propriations for  the  year  1961  may  have  l)een  made,  have 
not  been  fully  accomplished  during  the  fiscal  year,  then 
the  funds  so  appropriated  or  unexpended  on  the  unfinish- 
ed portion  of  said  object  shall  be  placed  in  a  Cajjital  Re- 
serve Fund  dedicatecl  to  the  purpose  or  object  of  its  con- 
ception until  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  acting 
as  Agents  for  the  town,  shall  have  the  apportunity  or 
occasion  for  the  fulfilling  or  completion  of/or  for  the  pur- 
pose or  objects  for  wdiich  said  apprpriatin  was  created. 

The  especially  desig^nated  purposes  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  December  31,  1961,  are  as  follows:  the  net  earn- 
ings of  the  town  trucks,  shovel  loader  and  grader,  de- 
rived from  highway  appropriations  for  replacement  puv- 
poses,  also  any  unexpended  highway  funds.  Also  any 
unexpended  Civil  Defense  funds. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  \ote  to  adopt  the 
Budget  and  raise  or  appropriate  the  various  sums  recom- 
mended and  posted  l:)y  the  Budget  Committee,  or  act 
thereon. 


Article  10.  Section  A.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  take  the  sum  of  $339,47 
now  in  Capital  Reserve  for  use  by  the  Enfield  BiCenten- 
nial  Committee  and  turn  the  entire  sum  o\"er  to  the  En- 
field Bi-Centennial  Committee  for  their  use.  Any  bal- 
ance remaining-  when  the  Committee's  work  is  ended 
•shall  l)e  returned  to  the  Town's  General  Fund. 

Section  B.  Contingent  upon  the  adoiv 
tion  of  the  Budget  Committee's  recommendation  that  the 
sum  of  $500.00  l)e  raised  for  use  by  the  Bi-Centennial 
Committee,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  turn  the  entire  amount  of  $500.00  over  to 
the  Bi-Centennial  Committee  for  their  use.  Any  balance 
remaining  when  the  Committee's  work  is  ended  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Town's  General  Fund. 

Section  C.  Contingent  upon  the  ado])- 
tion  of  Section  A.  and  B.  above,  to  see  if- the  town  will 
vote  to  instruct  the  Bi-Centennial  Committee  to  render 
a  detailed  report  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Aleeting  of 
all  expenditures  and  receipts,  such  rei^ort  to  be  substan- 
tiated by  the  Town's  Auditors  by  an  Audit  of  the  Bi-Cen- 
tennial Committee's  records. 

Article  11.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more 
legal  \-oters  : 

No.  1.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $12,500  to  purchase  a  new  fire  truck,  meet- 
ing specifications  furnished  by  the   Enfield   Fire   \\'ards. 

No.  2.  That  to  meet  said  appropriation,  there  i:s 
hereby  authorized  the  issue  of  General  Obligation  Notes 
of  the  Town  of  Enfield  aggregating  Twelve  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  dollars  ($12,500)  in  principal  amount, 
payable  over  a  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  years, 
said  notes  to  be  issued  under  and  ]jursuant  to  the  Munci- 
pal  Finance  Act.  and  any  other  authority  thereto  enabl- 
ing. The  date,  maturities  and  denomination  of  said 
r.otes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Said  notes  shall 
have  the  Town  Seal  affixed,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Select- 
men and  counter-signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer;  said 
notes  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate,  and  shall  be  other- 
vx^ise  in  such  form  a:s  shall  be  determined  by  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  but  sub- 


ject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Resokition  and  to  applical)le 
provisions  of  law.  The  fire  truck  to  be  financed  by  this 
issue  of  notes  is  hereby  determined  to  have  an  expected 
life  exceeding-  the  last  maturity  of  said  notes  by  at  least 
five  (5)  years. 

Article  12.  As  recommended  l:>y  the  Budget  Com- 
mitte 

Resolved:  No.  1.  That  the  I'own  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $6,000  to  have  the  N.  H.  State  Tax 
Commission  representatives  reappraise  all  the  real  es- 
tate of  the  town  of  Enfield. 

No.  2.  That  the  Selectmen  of  Enfield  be  required 
to  use  the  figures  furnished  l)y  such  reappraisal  for  as- 
sessment purposes  for  1962  by  applying  whatever  per- 
centage necessary  of  full  value  to  raise  required  funds — 
such  percentage  used  to  be  the  same  on  each  parcel  of 
property  in  Enfield. 

No.  3.  That  to  meet  said  appropriation,  there  is 
hereby  authorized  the  issue  of  general  obligation  notes 
of  the  town  of  Enfield  aggregating  Six  Thousand  dollars 
($6,000)  in  principal  amount,  payable  over,  a  period  of 
tnue  not  to  exceed  four  years,  said  notes  to  be  issued 
under  and  pursuant  to  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and 
any  other  authority  thereto  enabling.  The  date,  maturi- 
ties and  denomination  of  said  notes  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Said  notes  shall  have  the  Town  Seal  aftixed. 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  countersigned  by 
the  Town  Treasurer ;  said  notes  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate,  and  shall  otherwise  be  in  such  form  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen,  but  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  re- 
solution and  to  applicable  provisions  of  law. 

Article  13.  Whereas  the  Representati\'e  of  the 
firm  of  H.  P.  Hood  and  Son  Inc.,  has  suggested  that  the 
said  firm  might  make,  to  the  Town  of  Enfield,  the  prof- 
fer as  a  gift,  of  the  real  estate  of  said  Company,  located 
on  "Wells  Street  Extension"  and  known  as  the  "Hood 
Milk  Plant"  ;  to  be  used  by  the  Town  of  Enfield  for  pub- 


lie   purposes   only,   and   subject   to   further   unknown   re- 
strictions, therefore : 

It  is  hereby  \oted, — That  the  Town  hereby  votes  to 
authorize,  and  direct,  the  Selectmen,  employing  legal  aid 
if  necessary,  to  investigate  the  details  and  terms  of  said 
proffer,  if  and  when  made  by  the  Board  of  Directors  ot 
said  Company  :  and  if  they  decide  that  the  accjuisition  of 
said  property  to  be  to  the  ad\antag-e  of  the  Town,  they 
shall,  accept  the  aforesaid  gift  of  said  property,  in  the 
r^ame  of  the  Town  of  Enfield,  ui)on  the  receipt  of  a  suit- 
a])le  deed  of  the  same. 

Article  14.  IHirsuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more 
legal  voters  :  To  see  if  the  Town  shall  vote  that  the 
Members  at  large  of  Enfield  Budget  Committee  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Town  Meeting  by  official  ballot  system 
by  plurality  vote  commencing  v^ath  the  Town  Meeting  for 
the  year  1962 ;  present  members  to  serve  the  remainder 
o;'  their  terms. 

Article  15.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
officers  or  committees,  here-to-fore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  16.  To  take  any  vote  or  transact  any  further 
business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

The  concession  was  put  out  for  bid  this  year,  and  was- 
given  to  John  Roche  since  he  was  the  highest  bidder. 
Quite  a  bit  of  money  was  turned  in  by  the  concession. 

Much  work  was  done  during  the  year  to  make  our  re- 
creation area  more  attractive.  The  following  are  some 
of  the  main  improvements : 

A  new  road  built  as  entrance  to  the  picnic  area,  and  a 
culvert  was  put  in. 

Outdoor  toilets     were  built  behind  the  parking     area. 
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These  were  inspected  l)y  the  State  Inspector  and  highly 
approved. 

We  rebuilt  the  cribbing  on  the  west  side  of  the  beach, 
and  also  put  in  several  loads  of  sand  on  the  beach.  A  new 
rope  was  bought  for  the  life  line. 

The  sign  was  straightened  and  repainted.  The  bath- 
house and  the  stairs  going  up  to  the  picnic  area  were 
stained. 

Three  new  picnic  tables  were  made  this  winter  and  will 
be  put  out  in  the  spring. 

A  parking  fee  was  charged  on  good  days  for  out-of- 
towners  and  this  proved  to  be  very  profitable. 

Next  year  the  commission  plans  to  do  the  following  to- 
ward improving  our  recreation  area: 

The  picnic  area  will  be  enlarged  by  cutting  down  more 
brush  and  bringing  in  more  fill.  Also  a  drainage  culvert 
will  be  put  in  off  Route  4  A  at  the  entrance  to  the  park- 
ing area.  We  hope  to  provide  drinking  water  to  accommo- 
date the  picnickers.  To  make  the  road  and  the  parking 
area  safer  and  more  attractive,  a  fence  will  be  put  up 
along  the  road  and  on  the  edge  of  the  parking  area. 

New  and  attractive  signs  will  be  put  up  both  at  the 
parking  area  and  the  beach,  stating  the  rules  that  should 
be  obeyed  by  the  public. 

Again  we  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  contributed  so 
generously  to  this  project.  Special  thanks  to  the  many 
organizations  who  gave  substantial  funds — without  these 
we  couldn't  have  done  the  work  that  was  accomplished 
this  year.

Public  Health  Nurse  Report 

Many  home  visits  were  made  in  the  town  l)y  the  nurse 
on  mothers,  babies  and  pre-school  children  and  instruc- 
tions and  advise  given  as  necessary.  Arrangements  have 
l)een  made  for  children  to  attend  Crippled  Children's  Clin- 
ic's at  Hanover,  Pedriatric  Clinics  at  Hanover  ond  Con- 
cord and  Children's  Hospital  in  Boston  for  diagnosis  and 
treatment  as  recommended.  Follow-up  has  been  done 
on  these  cases. 

Immunization  clinics  were  held  late  in  the  year  of  1959, 
therefore  no  clinics  were  held  in  Enfield  in  1960.  Parents 
have  been  notified  of  immunization  clinics  in  surround- 
ing towns  and  several  have  taken  advantage  of  same. 

The  Tuberculosis  work  of  Grafton  County  is  now  cov- 
ered by  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health  in  cooperation 
with  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Association.  A  chest  clinic 
was  held  in  Lebanon  November  2,  1960  and  several  adults 
and  children  attended  for  x-rays.  Reports  have  been 
sent  to  physicians  referring  and  to  the  patients  attending. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Local 
Llealth  Officer,  School  Nurse  and  Dr.  Brown  for  the  ex- 
cellent  cooperation   the   past   year  and   any   others   who 
have  assisted  in  our  program  in  Enfield.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

1  o  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Enfield  : 

I  present  herein  my  annual  report  for  1960,  my 
seventh  annual  report  a:s  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Enfield. 

School  Building  Study 

The  study  of  school  building"  needs  authorized  at  the 
1960  School  District  Meeting  is  still  going  on.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  at  least  a  preliminary  report  on  the  study  will 
be  made  at  the  1961  School  District  Meeting.  It  is  clear- 
ly evident  at  this  time,  as  has  been  previously  reported, 
that  Enfield  must  soon  make  a  decision  to  build  its  own 
school,  consolidate  with  some  other  school  district  or 
school  districts,  or  to  send  its  high  school  pupils  to  some 
other  community  on  a  tuition  basis. 

Teachers'  Salaries 

I  am  concerned  al)out  the  teachers  salary  situation 
in  Enfield.  We  were  very  fortunate,  indeed,  in  the  teac- 
hers that  we  secured  last  summer  for  the  vacancies  we 
had.  ^Ve  got  two  excellent  men  teachers,  Mr.  Kiley  and 
Mr.  Breen,  for  the  high  school  because  they  had  retired 
in  their  respective  states  and  wished  to  continue  teaching 
for  a  while  in  this  area.  AVe  were  equally  fortunate  in  se- 
curing Mrs.  Hall  as  an  elementary  teacher.  She  came  to 
us  largely  because  she  li^'es  in  Enfield  and  did  not  want 
to  commute.  We  all  hope  that  these  teachers  will  stay 
vrith  us. 

We  had  offered  a  contract  to  another  man  for  one  of 
the  high  school  positions.  He  accepted,  but  then  with- 
drew. 

To  the  best  of  my  recollection  and  a  study  of  our 


records,  we  had  no  other  candidates  for  the  positions  who 
were  interested  at  the  salary  offered,  or  who  were  qualifi- 
ed for  the  positions.  This  is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we 
vv'rote  many  letters,  made  many  telephone  calls,  and 
man}-  other  contacts.  We  also  advertised  in  several  of 
the  papers. 

I  know  that  the  Enfield  School  Board  is  also  very 
much  concerned  about  the  situation.  It  has  given  a  great 
deal  of  study  to  revision  of  the  present  salary  schedule. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  the  School  District  Meeting  will  ap- 
propriate the  funds  necessary  to  put  this  schedule  into 
effect. 

Band  Director 

]\Ir.  Gustave  A.  Foret,  who  directed  the  Enfield  band 
for  Cjuite  a  number  of  years,  resigned.  We  are  very  much 
pleased  that  we  could  get  as  his  successor  Mr.  Harold 
Odell  of  Enfield.  He  is  doing  an  excellent  job  with  the 
band  and  has  aroused  a  tremendous  enthusiasm  among 
the  i)and  memi^ers.  He  is  also  working  with  the  junior 
]:>and,  the  mem.bers  of  which  become  members  of  the  re- 
gular i)and  when  they  have  acquired  more  experience. 

Professional  Improvement 

I  am  very  much  pleased  with  the  number  of  Enfield 
teachers  who.  during  the  year,  took  professional  improve- 
ment courses  either  on  an  extension  or  summer  school 
basis.     They  are  as  follows  :

Curricular  Developments 
Rinehart  Writing  System 

This  year  the  Rinehart  Writing  System  was  put  into 
the  Enfield  School  for  the  first  time.  It  is  a  system  put 
out  by  the  Rinehart  Company  and  is  used  in  many  school 
systems.  A  representative  of  the  company  gives  periodic 
instruction  to  the  teachers  and  to  the  pupils.  The  teach- 
ers then  carry  on  the  instruction  between  those  periods. 
Obviously,  it  will  take  time  for  the  complete  effect  of 
the  system  to  be  shown ;  particularly  in  the  fifth,  sixth, 
seventh,  and  eighth  grades.  The  teachers  report,  how- 
ever, that  there  is  already  significant  improvement. 

Civic  and  History  books 

As  a  result  of  a  careful  study  made  during  the  school 
year  1959-60,  new  Civics  books  and  new  United  States 
History  books  for  grade  eight  were  introduced  this  year. 
The  teachers  report  that  they  are  a  big  improvement  over 
the  old  books  which  had  become  badly  worn  and  obso- 
lete. The  books  are  of  much  more  interest  to  the  pupils 
and  are  based  on  more  up  to  date  thinking. 


School  Plant 

On  the  whole,  the  school  plant  is  in  good  condition. 
'J  he  school  custodians  are  doing  excellent  work  in  main- 
taining' it.  They  are  doing  the  painting  during  the  sum- 
mer and  many  other  maintenance  jobs.  The  addition  of 
the  awnings  outside  the  primary  rooms  in  the  new  wing 
was  a  big  improvement.  There  is  much  less  glare  in  the 
rooms  and  the  heat  is  not  as  intense. 

Conclusion 

In  concluding,  I  want  to  express  appreciation  to  the 
memljers  of  the  School  Board,  the  members  of  the  school 
staff,  and  the  people  of  the  community  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  help.

You  are  herel:)y  notified  to  meet  at  the  Enfield  Vill- 
age School,  Enfield,  on  the  Thirteenth  day  of  March, 
1961,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects : 

Article  1.  To  chocxse  by  ballot  a  Moderator,  a  Clerk 
and  a  Treasurer,  each  to  ser\e  one  year  ;  and  a  meml)er  of 
tile  School  Board  to  serve  for  three  years. 

Polls  will  be  open  at  7:00  P.  M.  Action  on  articles 
in  warrant  will  begin  at  7:30  P.  M.  There  will  be  no 
l^alloting  during  the  business  meeting.  At  the  close  of 
the  business  meeting,  the  polls  will  again  open  until 
9  :30  P.  M. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Officers  or  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  or  Commit- 
tees necessary  for  managing  District  affairs.
